EXGLAND AND A2IER1GA. 



Tho Portland Oregonian in review- 
ing the present condition of tlie wheat 
trade between Great Britain and the 
United States says: — There is a view 
of the probable results of tho present 
oxtr iordinary depression of industry 
-aiul^trade .ic England under which it 
is not unlikely that we of the Pacific 
northwest, as an agricultural commun- 
ity, may after a while be nflected. 
England is our principle and best cus- 
tomer for wlieat. It is suggested by 
tho Paoific liiiral Press that causes are 
now in operation which may and prob- 
ably will sooner or later exert an in- 
fluence on her purchasing power. That 
journal says: "It is plain that our uian- 
ufacturer.s, by filling our own demand 
for their good.s, and by sapping the 
foundation of England's trado in the 
.■same articles in other parts of the 
world, are fast crippling England's 
manufacturing progress. Thus it 
■ seems that Americans, by supplying 
unlimited wheat to England, niul man- 
ufactures to the rest of tlie world, are 
endeavoring both to stuff and to starve 
\ Jolm Bull at the same moment If wo 
should further pursue this phenomena 
of ci'oss purposes on the part of Broth- 
er Jonathan, it would probably ssem 
that his boys, Ma-ssachusotts and Penn- 
sylvania, have their hands upon tiie 
throat of the goose which lays the gold- 
en eggs for tho agricultural connnunity 
of tho west." This position is Hiip[)ort- 
' ed by citations from an elaborate re- 
view furnished by tho London Trade 
Journal for December, which .shows a 
marked decline in the exports of Brit- 
ish manufactures, and nt the same large 
an increase of food importation. The 
statistics show in tho first place that in 
1872 exports of British manufactures 
reached their highest amount, and dur- 
ing tho ne.xt five yi>ars declined more 
than $250,000,000, while at the same 
time imports increa.sed §200,000,000. 
It is also .shown that during the same 
five years tho value of British home 
produce and manufactures declined 
1280,000,000, and United States 
homo produce and manufactures 
increased .$175,000,000. From these 
figures it appears, first, that Great 
Britaiji has boon steadily increas- 
ing her purchases and decreasing her 
sales at an alarming rate ; second, that 
while British home industries have de- 
clined notably, United States homo in- 
dustries have advanced notably. But 
tho most pertinent shoM'ing between 
Great Britain and the United States is 
found in another comparison indicating 
•that during the five years above cited 
' American exports to Groat Britain in- 
creased 8100,000,000; British ex- 
ports to this country decreased $120,- 
000,000. TJius it clearly appears how 
largely wo have puslicd our produce 
upon the British, and at the .same time 
reduce our patronage of her industries. 
Facts like these furnish large material 
for comment in the Engli.sh pres.s, 
which in most cases takes tho form of 
censure of the United States for her 
existing taritl system ; but this is witli- 
out sound reason, since every nation 
has an unquestioned right to take care 
of itself, and in pursuance thereof to 
adopt and adhere to such policy as will 
best promote its own interests. Great 
Britahi herself has always pursued this 
course, and her principal colonies now 
do so, even to the extent of levying 
duties on imports from tiio mother 
comitry tho same as elsewhere. That 
the English market for our wheat will 
fail us no one need fear; but if we con- 
tinue to push competition more and 
more with English manufactures, as we 
probably shall, it is likely we shall not 
iind the English nmrket for our agri- 
cultural products increasing so fast in 
future as it has done in the past. But 
England has had periods of depression 
ere this, and has struggled through 
them. The boundless energy of her 
people, backed Ijy a commercial sagacity 
wliich never has been surpassed, may 
be trusted for every emergency. 

MAJOR CAVAGNARf. 

Pcrlia{)s tho most proniinout figure 
in tho Afghanistan imbroglio is that of 
Major Gavagnaui, concerning whose 
antecedents speculation has been rife on 
account of his apparently foreign name. 
It appeal's that he is Pannesan by his 
lather and Iri.sh by his mother, an ox- 
celiont pedigree for intelligence and 
figliting qualities, whicii he has dis- 
Ijlayed on-mnny occasions. His father 
was the late General Adom'iiic Cavao- 
l^ARl, who served in the armies of tho 
first Empire, subsequently became 
equerry and private secretary to Prince 
LuciEN BoNAi'AUTK, and was an intim- 
ate friend of tho late French Emperor. 
Major Gavaonaiu, who led the )iiission 
to Shore Ali which was compelled to 
return, has had a brilliant career in 
India. Entering tlie late East India 
Company's service as a direct cadet and 
riot by ■ competition, he soon became 
known as an excellent frontiersman, 
and on one occasion killed in single 
combat a notoriously troublesome chief. 
He jiaj office as commissioner, and last 
year his services were rewarded hy the 
investiture of tho Star of India.

Sig. Egidio Sarconi, Deputy Yico 
Chancellor in tlie Ministry of Grace 
and Justice, set out from Rome about 
the middle of August last, to enjoy his 
month's holiday at C'oricto Perticari, a 
hamlet in tho Basilicatn, and about 
half a day's journey south of Potenza, 
^ho chief town of the province. His 
family had precoiled him thither, and 
in his eagerness to join it with the 
least delay possible, ho staid no longer 
in Potenza than to hire n vohicle, ac- 
cepting, in fact, the first that otlered 
itself. On he went, anticipating tho 
joyous reception in store for him, and, 
high legal functionary as ho was, think- 
ing nothing of the law and as little of 
its breakerf), wlien suddenly, within 
six miles from Potenza, ho was rouseil 
from his reverie by two grufl' voices 
bidding the driver pull up. Presently 
two sinister faces appeared at tho win- 
dow, two rifles were levelled at him, 
and ho was told to alight immediately. 
Unarmed himself, with no assistance 
near him for miles nround, and the 
driver most likely an accomiilico of his 
assailanta, there was nothing for it but 
to comply. Forthwith tlio brigands 
bound him hand and foot, canned bim 
up the hill that ascended from tho road- 
side, and, an reaching n dense forest of 
beech trees, deposited him on tho 
ground. They relieved him of all his 
valuables, including some 100 liro, he 
had about him, and then they told him 
that unless 5,000 scudi were paid for 
his ransom, he would bo put to death. 
Vainly did he plead poverty, anil pro- 
teat tliat his family did not possess 
that sum. llis cajitors were inexora- 
ble, and, with many a brutal threat, 
forced bim to write to his relatives for 
the required sum. By this time it was 
nightfall, and, Avith his hands and feet 
bound .so tightly that tho cords cut his 
flesh, ho had to stretch himself full 
length on the bare, damp ground, 
while the brigands slept beside him. 
On the same spot, and very nearly in 
the same position, he spent the whole | 
night and p.art of the next day, with 
scarcely a morsel of food or a drop to j 
drink, till he received order.i to inarch. | 
His foet wero just .so far left free a.s to j 
enable him to walk with iliflleulty over ! 
the heights and hollows of their do- 
4-ious path; and when his swollen and 
aching limbs forced from him an invol- 
untary cry of pain, his captors would 
push him before them with the muzzles 
of their rifles, and keep him in jicr- 
petual fear of being shot by accident. 
You. days and four nights of this 
bodily and mental torture did he un- 
dergo, till on the fifth day a chance of 
escape proTidentially appeared. The 
brigands, who had always kept him 
tightly bound, liad descended to tho 
plain, tliat morning and returned witli 
a little food — broad and cheeso, with 
some water. Having eaten their fill 
and given Signer Sarconi what remain- 
ed, they all lay down to a siesta under 
the shadow of some plum trees, It 
was sunset before they rose and re- 
sumed their march, Signer .Sarconi's 
legs being left a? little freer, to enable 
hirn to climb over the hill over which 
their journey lay. They had not gone 
far when he, being always a little 
ahead of his captors, got a glimpse 
through the trees of five carabineers 
who were patrolling the neighborhood. 
The moment he saw the uniform and 
rod stripe of their trousers lie started 
ofi" toward them, though they were full 
rifle-shot away. By this time the bri- 
gands had also seen the carabineers, 
and without further heed for their 
captive, they took to tluur heels in the 
oppositii direction. Sigiior Sarconi 
was at onco unbound and conv(>yc(" 
under an escort of two carabineers to 
his overjoyed family at Carleto Perti 
cara, while the other three gave chase 
to tho fugitives, These gentlemen, 
howevei', aro still at large, and their 
victim, in spite of all the conjugal and 
filial care lavished upon him, has not 
yet rocovcrcd from the privations ami 
wounds inflicted on him during his five 
days' captivity.

Robinson liiiv- 
ing been nworu in as jiiror.-t, the}' pro- 
ccetlcd to tho .scene of tlio Ih'u aiitl liaviiig 
made a thorough inH|ieclioii of tlio i)ro- 
miscH retuiiiod to tlio court-room, \vlien 
tho inagislrato said that aeconliiig to the 
Act ho cuulil nut lioid an inquiry unless 
he had heard tlmfc thoro was a sii!ipici(}n 
that tho firo had boon caused l)y gross 
nogb'gonco or an iiiceiuliary. lie kuciv 
of no suspicion and thrrefore could hold 
no inquiry unlea.s the insurance tigont or 
three householders in the vicinity sent 
in a written .apidication for an inipiiry. 

The agent of tho Royal Insuranco Co. 
thoreupou put in a requisition for an in- 
quiry as to tho causo of tho firo. 

David Dale, being sworn, said that 
on cnniiiig up ¥ovt utrcct towards Gov- 
ornniont stroet, on Tuoadivy morning the 
14th inst. , about 2 o'clock, lio saw smoke 
rolling over towards Janios B.ty, and on 
running up to Govornmont stroet thought 
tho firo was in tho London House; shout- 
ed out "firo" and ran and knocked at the 
tho door still calling lire, and while ho wa;i 
doing this special ollicer Black canio up 
and thoy tried to got in. At thi.^ time 
ho saw tho llames very di.'ilinctly in the 
staircaso and the wholo of tliu London 
House was illuniiuated and kuov. ing that 
Messrs. Warren vt York's was the ne.xt 
store ran up to Jfr. Yiu-k's house to toll 
him, thinking tliut he miyht bo able to 
save some of liis gnods. 'I'lieru w,\s not 
the slightest sinii of tire in Messrs. War- 
ren & York's storo. At tlie first sight 
thoiight tho smoko oaiuo from tlio top of 
the London House. 

Special Oltlcor l?lack said tlitit between 
10 and 15 minutes past "J o'clock he w;is 
on duty on Government street in compa- 
ny with Officer Campbell ; heard some 
one calling out "firo" and on looking 
down the street saw smoko apparently 
coming from tho roof of tho London 
House; Oflicer Campbell went to ring the 
alarm and witness went to tho building, 
whoro ho found the last witness knocking 
at the door; witness tdao knocked, aa he 
thought there Avoro soino women living 
thoro, but could got no answer. There 
was a bright light in tho London Hou.se, 
Lut none in Alossrs. Wtirren A" York's; 
next saw n light in tlic cnrner of the roof 
of Mcs.^r.s. W.'irren A' Ycik'.'^, near the 
stairca.'^c, between the Linulnn House and 
Messrs. Warren it York's and leading to 
tho upper story of the London House,. and 
in a short time tho wholo coiling w.aa one 
sheet of firo. In his opuiion tho fire origin- 
ated in tho staircaso. 

Charles John Phillips, assistant engin- 
eer of the Fire Deiiartiueiit, said that 
just before 2 o'clock on Tuesday morning 
last ho hoard tho Ih'e alarm souinl, and 
on making hi.s way to the scene of tho 
firo found Messrs. Warren & York's store 
and tho staircase alongside lighted 
up. Someone tore one of tho shutters 
Ao\vr\ from the window ;ind he then saw 
that tho lire was coming from tho direc- 
tion of tho centre shelf on tho left hand 
side of tho building, running up then to 
top shelves and coiling, covering it in one 
sheet of tlaiiio. \\"lien the water was 
ready the doors were broken 0[-ien. The 
stovo appeared to bo in tho centre of tho 
tho store. Was abnost certain tliat the 
fire did not occur through a defective 
chimney. 

Joseph York testified to closing his 
store at G p.m. on Monday, tho 13th inst. 
Thoro had boon a fire in the .itovo but 
when ho loft it Avas almost entirely out. 
Novor kept any matshes in tho store. 
Was a carpenter and had a bench in tho 
back of tho storo; tho shavings woro used 
for lighting tho stovo; Mr. W.aiTon gon- 
orolly took the key, but this day witness 
took it; tho books produced were the 
books kept in tho store; always took the 
rough book home. 

Charles Warren said he left the storo 
about 5:30 p.m. on !Mond;iy la.st; did not 
tiiko anj' books home with him, but about 
():30 o'clock Jlr. York broiiglit up the 
rough book and the ki^y of tl;e' store; did 
not hear the liro-bell and did not know 
there had boon a tire till tlio ne.xt morn- 
ing; novor left any matches in tho store, 
but always ctrriod a box in his pocket ; 
that night Mr. York bonowed hismatclics 
and never returned them; could not form 
any idea as to tho origin of tho fire. 

His Honor said that .'is the tire was so 
recent ho would not liko tho jury to de- 
cide without further deliberation and ho 
thought it would bo w^oll to adjourn till 2 
p.m. on Tuosdoy.,,-

A Story o2 S&rd Timos. 



[From the London Tvletnnph.] 

What is truly callctl " a distressing 
story" was lately unfolded in most 
painful detail before a coroner's jury at 
Westminster Sessions Ilouse. It con- 
ccnieil tho death of a ehihl just two 
months old, James Matthews by name, 
wliose father, an artisan, out of work, 
had parted with one little chattel and 
fragment of projierty after another ra- 
ther than go to the work-house, but, 
although sober and steady, had been 
unable to get einiiloymeiit. His wife 
and ho, with an independence of spirit 
which all must respect, would not 
"come to tho parish," but preferred "to 
light on as be.st they could in the hope 
of soinelhing turning up." Wo know 
how this generally ends at a time of 
dull trntle ;uid enforced idleness. Jlr. 
Micawber's good fortune turned up in 
Australia, but tho English •working- 
man's future, if he bo unfriended, bur- 
dened, and out of employment, is des- 
titution and semi-starvation, deepening 
graduiilly in sulleriny, until ho has his 
choice between the pauper's home and 
tho paujier's grave. As a last resource, 
it seein.s, the wife of the unfortunate 
Matthews took her child in her arms 
and went out singing in the streets. 
Crippled, feeble, starving, half-clad, 
and sick with tho lioartaclio, which only 
such unfortunates can realize, she, for 
three days in succession, wandered 
about ; but her poor ofl'orts diil not at- 
tract pence enough to keep body and 
soul together. The baby was scantily 
clad, and tho mother worse; and on 
tho third tlay of this desperate attempt 
to win compassion by the help of street 
ballads, the child, wrapped up in a 
shawl so thin that its wan, pinched 
face could be seen through the folds, 
died in her arms. Such a tragedy is 
absolutely shocking, and in a city liko 
London should be impossible. If ^Mat- 
thews and his wife avoided tho work- 
house, were there no charitable asso- 
ciations, we may ask, that woukl have 
helped them ? The truth seems to be 
that when the very poor have reached 
that lower stage of despair which is 
shown in black, apathetic stupor, they 
do not seek assistance — they have to 
be sought out 

Sov lie Raised his Salary- 
Potter Palmer is a busy man, and 
that ho now and then confounds things 
that aro dhssimilar, or fails to a.ssociate 
those that are alike, is not to be wond- 
ered at. Sometimes he is a little too 
prompt, as the case in point will show. 
A few days ago, during one of his 
rounds through his palatial hotel, he 
entered a room suddenly and discover- 
ed n window-washer leisurely engaged 
in reading a newspaper. Being very 
active himself, he has no use 
for a lazv man, or ono who slights his 
work. He discharged thp -washer on 
the spot and onlered him to go to tho 
office for his paiy. The man obeyed, 
got his money, went to liLs room on tho 
upper floor, arrayed himself iu his Sun- 
day suit, packed up his dud.s, and de- 
.scended to the servants' apartment to 
take leave of his former associates.
